In preparation for the renewal
of your automobile license * for
1923, it would be wise for the mo-
torist to look at his certificate,
see that his address is correct, ver-
ify his engine number, and see. that
the certificate correctly describee
his car in every detail. If it does
not do so, he should either by mail
with the Sacramento office, or in
person at one of the branches, have
necessary corrections made. If the
certificate has been lost, or is illeg-
ible, he should make application
for duplicate, which will be fur-
nished him upon payment of fee
of 60c,

Western Storage
Egg Situation Is
Greatly Improved

Following is an extract from an
article appearing recently in the
Co-operative Poultryman, consid-
ered one of the most practical
journals for poultrymen published.
The article, on the condition of the
market for storage eggs, is written
for the trade journal by M. A. Scho-
field, a recognized authority on the
production of eggs and their mar-
keting: .

Western Storage Egg Situation

Improved

Some years ago there was con-
siderable prejudice on the part .of
the growers themselves against the
storage egg. They seemed to for-
get that only a few months before,
these eggs were coming in as fresh
eggs from the ranches.’ Had the
greater portion not‘gone into stor-
age, there would  surely be*a col-
lapse in the selling price, omnly to
be followed by a famine some
months later. The grower should
be vitally interested in seeing that
the buyer of his eggs for storage
purposes does not lose momney on
them. Otherwise this buyer will
not be in the market the follow-
ing spring when the period of

With - approximately 215,000
cases of eggs held by the storage
plants of Los Angeles on August
1 of last year, it seemed to many
that there was no hope of dispos-
ing of such a surplus without se-
rious loss to the owners. So
grave a situation had seldom con-
fronted the Poultry Producers’ as-
sociation, because, in common with
many others, they were holding in
storage a large number of eggs.
Several get-together meetings were
held, and as a result of these con-
ferences, it was decided to try ad-
vertising the cheapness of eggs
Eggs were actually cheaper than
they had been for many years, time
of the year considered. Notwith-
standing that the “grower was
hard pressed, there was no cry
about saving the industy, Neither
was any effort made to work up
sympathy for the grower. Nothing
but low prices was emphasized and
how to use the eggs to the best
advantage. The grower might just
as well recognize, first as last, that
the consumer is not much concerned
with cost of production.

Those actively interested in this
advertising campaign believed that
the consumer would be interested
in using eggs if the economy coulds
be demonstrated. Every holder of
storage eggs was urged to con-j
tribute five cents a case to estab-
lish an advertising fund. Not all
of the holders of eggs would con-
t.rlbute. The Chicago offices of
the meat packers would not allow
their local representatives to as-
sist this movement financially. In
the end, however, between $9000
and $10,000 was secured, the
largest single contribution being
made by the Poultry Producers’
agsociation, The New York Pro-
duce News commends the advertis-
ing campaign in Los Angeles as be-
ing more skilfully executed than
any like effort in this history of
the egg business in the United
States. So effective was the adver-
tising that already in August, not-
withstanding curréfit receipts were
heavy, withdrawals from storage
amounted to 20,000 cases. At the
present rate of consumption, all
storage eggs will have been con-
sumed within a few weeks.

This improved condition of af-
fairs should insure a more opti-
mistic sentiment when the stor-
age season for 1923 arrives. As
was mentioned at first, the grower
is vitally interested in sentiment re-
garding the price to be paid for
storage eggs. All the eggs pro-
duced in the spring cannot be con-
sumed at that time. Hence, some-
one must come forward and store
a portion for the reason that later
on, when the hens stop laying so
freely, fresh'laid eggs will not sup-
ply normal consumption.
